GENERAL  ORDERS. 

^'T'HE  Major-Genewl  commanding  has  received  a  report  from  Major 
•■■  Taylor  of  the  lOOth  Reghneat,  giring  an  account  of  a  gallant 
affiiir  \rhich  took  place  yesterday  between  the  Gun-Boats  and  Detach- 
ments from  the  Garrison  of  lie  aux  Noix  and  the  Enemy's  armed  ves- 
cels,  Grovvlei  and  Eagle,  from  Lake  Champlain,  haring  each  eleven 
p-uns,  with  four  Officers  and  forty-five  men  on  boai-d,  and  which  ended 
111  the  capture  ot  both  thcr.e  vessels,  after  a  well  contesttd  action  of 

three  hours  and  a  half 

Major  Taylor  speaks  in  high  terms  of  the  gallantry  of  all  the  Officers 
and  Soldiers  employed  on  this  occasion,  particularly  of  Lieutenant  Lowe 
of  the  Marine  Department,  Ensigns  Dawson,  Gibbon  and  Humphries, 
and  Acting  Quarter-Master  Pilkingtan  of  the  lOOth  Regiment,  with 
their  Crews ;  and  reports  the  material  assistance  which  he  receired  from 
Captain  Gordon  of  the  Royal  Artillery,  Lieutenant  Williams,  100th 
Regiment,  with  the  pai'ties  on  shore,  who  contributed  greatly  to  t!ic 
capture  of  the  enemy. 

The  Garrison  had  three  men  wounded. — The  Enemy  one  man  kill- 
ed and  eight  severely  wounded. 

The  Major-General  commanding  will  have  much  satisfaction  in  re- 
'5ortin^^  to  His  Excellency  the  Commander  of  the  Forces  this  action, 
which  does  high  credit  to  the  arrangements  of  Major  Taylor,  and  to 
the  conduct  and  bravciy  of  all  concerned. 

Nor  can  the  Major-General  commanding  omit  fo  notice  a  report 
which  he  has  received  from  Major-General  btovtn,  highly  flattering  to 
the  men  of  the  1  st' Battalion  of  the  Embodied  Militia,  who  were  en- 
titled to  receive  their  discharge!  this  day,  and  who  aotwithstanding  on 
a  report  that  the  Enemy  was  advancing,  irolunteered  tlieir  lei-rices  and 
marched  in  a  stile  honorable  to  themselves,  and  to  the  Canadian 
character.

Officiers  et  Soldats  employes  en  cette  occasion,  paiticulierement  du 
Lieutenant  Lowe  du  Dcpartement  de  la  Marine,  des  Easolgnes  Diwson, 
Gibbon  et  Humphries  ct  da  Depute  Quartier-Marire  Pilkingtau  dU 
lOOeme  Regiment,  avec  leurs  equipages ;  ct  fait  mention  dc  i'^ssli-tancs 
impoitante  qu'il  a  re9uc  du  Capitaine  Gordon  dc  rArtUlcrie  Royale,  du 
Lieutenant  W'"'^  vnis  du  lOOcme  Regiment,  avec  ks  partis  sur  le  rivage, 
qui  ont  contribue  a  la  prise  de  rEnaemi. 

La  Garnison  a  eu  trois  hommes  blesses ;  TEaneml  un  homme  tue 
et  huit  blesses  severement. 

Le  Major-Ger.C'v-il  Commandani:  aura  beaucoup  de  satisfaction  a  rap- 
porter  a  le  Commandant  des  Forces  cette  action,  qui  fait  beaucoup 
d'honneur  aux  arrangcmens  du  Major  Taylor,  et  a  la  conduite  et  a  la 
bravoure  de  tons  ceux  qui  ont  eu  part. 

Le  Major-General  Commandant  ne  peut  omettre  de  faire  connaitrc 
un  rapport  qu'il  a  rc^u  du  Major-Gencral  Stoven,  lequel  est  blen  flat- 
teur  pour  les  hcmmes  du  ler  Bataillcn  de  la  Millce  d'Elite  et  Incor- 
poree,  qui  devaient  etre  decharges  aujourd'hui,  et  qui  neanmoins,  sur 
le  rapport  que  I'Ennemi  avan^ait,  ont  offert  leurs  services  volontaire^ 
ment,  et  ont  march*  d'une  manlerr  honorable  pour  eux-meme»  et  pour 
le  caractcre  Canadien.
